Its Origin in Georgia—Some Fun Over It—An Old Sub- 
ject Revived. 

it has been stated in some of the papers of the 
state that Judge William Schley, when a member of 
the Georgia legislature from Richmond, was the 
first to introduce a bill for taxing dogs. Thisisa 
mistake. The firstagitation within the memory of 
the living of the dog tax law wasatthe session of 
1847. The bill was introduced by Achilles D. 
Shackelford, a member of the house from Cass, now 
Bartow county. He was a lawyer, anda man of 
ability, but his mind of the eccentric order. 
He was quiet but firm in his opinions, and pertina- 
He cared little for the influence 
or the powerof association. If he thought an idea 
was correct he would proceed “‘solitary aud alone’’ 
without consulting any one, or caring who agreed 
or disagreed with him, to putitin execution. If 
you agreed with him he gave little evidence of ap- 
preciation, and if you disagreed he showed no re- 
sentment or resistance. In victory or defeat he

feeling exceptin his persistent purpose to follow

The Proceedingsin the Senate—The Doings in the 
House—The Introduction of New Matter and 
the Passage cf Billson a Third Reacing— 

The Reports of Committees—Poin's. 


“Lhe senate was called to order by President 
Boynton. Prayer by Rev. E. P. Levy, rabbi, 
of Augusta. Roll calied and journal read and 
adopted. 

The delegates to the agricultural convea- 
tion were granted the privilege of the floor of 
the senate. 

Mr. DuBignon submitted a report of the 
judiciary committee, as did also Mr. Polhill 
for the finance. The latter committee recom- 
mended that the house bill appropriating cer- 
tain amounts for the purchase of life size por- 
traits of the late Hon. A'exander H. Stephens 
and Herschel V. Johnson, do pass. 

The special order of the day wasannounced, 
being abill toenable the sureties on the 
bonds of county oflicers to limit their liabil- 
ities, and for other purposes. 

The bill was by 
committee for passage, as 
amendment was agreed to. 
ensued on the passage of 
the bill. Messrs. Guston, DuBignon and 
Hoyt advocating it and, Messrs. Tutt, Jones, 
Parks and Neai being opposed te it. 

On motion of Mr. Grier the bill was tabled. 
A house resolution providing for the pay 
ment of a-stenographer and the expenses ol 
the committee to investigate the charge of 
mismankgement of the Marietta and North 
Georgia railroad was taken up and concurred 

in. 

On motion of Senator McDonald the bill to 
establish a branch college of the state univer- 
sity at Waycross was taken from the table. 

Mr. McDonald, the author of the bill, spoke 
shortly in advocacy of its passage, giving his 
reasons and asking its passage. 

Mr. Frederick stated his reasons for chang- 
ing his vote, this time voting for the passage 
of the bill. 

Mr. Pike opposed the bill. 

On the passgae of the bill the yeas were 25 
the naysil. It having received a constitu- 
tional majoritv, the bill was announced 
passed. 

Bills were read for the second time. 

A bill to incorporate the town of Morgan- 
ton,in Fannin county, was read the third 
time and passed without objectien.

The house metat nine o’clock and was 
calied to order by Speaker Garrard. Prayer 
hy the chaplain.

Chattahoochee, introduced a bill reedistrict- 
ing the state. 

Also, a bill fixing the fees of 
perior courts in certain cases. 

Mr. Mitchell of Gwinnett—A bill to require 
no fence counties to fence their counties. 

Also, a bill to provide compensation for 
talis jurors in Gwinnett county. 

Mr. Wright of Fioyd—A bill to prohibit the 
sale of whisky in the 928th district of Floyd 
county. 

Mr. Zachery of Henry—A bill toamend sec- 
tion 1409 of the code regulating the practice 
of medicine. 

Mr. DeLacy of Dodge—A biil to prohibit 
fishing and hunting on certain lands. 

The memorial services in honor of Governor 
Herschell V. Johnson were, on motion of 
Mr. Hulsey, of Fulton, postponed until to- 
morrow. 

_ The consideration of the capitol bill was re- 
sumed in committee of the whole, with Mr. 
Rankin, of Gordon, in the chair. 

The clause requiring advertisement for con- 
tracts was, on motion of Mr. Reese, of Wilkes, 
amended so as to require advertisement out- 
side the state. 

Mr. Humber, of Putnam, favored the plan 
of consulting archiiects and contractors out- 
side the state and giving full advertisement. 

Mr. Crenkshaw, of Troup, said he wanted 
to see the capitol built by Georgia men, of 
Georgia material, if it could be done with 
economy. 

Mr. Redding, of Pike, said the building 
should be built as economically as if it werea 
private enterprise. 

Mr. Little, of Muscogee, offered a proviso 
requiring the governor to call on the city of 
Atianta for the $55,000 due by it, and that the 
other $45,000 necessary for the first year’s ap- 
propriation should come outof the surplus in 
the treasury. Agreed to. . 

Mr. Harris, of Bibb, offered a proviso de- 
claring that the bil! contemplated the build- 
ing of a capitol out of surplus funds in the 
treasury. Agreed to. 

Mr. Harris, of Bibb, offered an additional 
section looking to the.-proper preparation of 
the lot by the city and the purchase of lots 
around the city hall square. 

Mr. Harris, of Bibb, desired the city to 
secure enough land to makethe city hall lot 
square by adding a lot at the sharp end of the 
park and closing a street. The proviso de- 
clared that if the city did not so arrange the 
square there should be no further proceed- 
ings looking to the erection of the capitol. 

Mr. Rice, of Fulton, said that to close the 
streets referred to would involve the city in 
heavy suits for damages. The additional 
property asked for in the proviso is all oc- 
cupied and would cost a great deai of money. 

Mr. Harris, of Bibb, read from the proceed- 
ings of the council the proposition to donate 
the city hall square for capitol purposes. 

Mr. Rice—Don’t you ask more of the city 
than it promised? 

Mr. Harris—All I ask is five acres. The 
city promised a square of five acres and the 
city hall lot with its present boundaries has 
not that much. If the city of Atlanta don’t 
want to make the lot square, and her repre- 
sentatives here say so, and this house thinks 
she ought not to be asked to add anything to 
this irregular shaped lot, I am willing toagree 
that it shall be so. 

Mr. Hulsey, of Fulton, said that Atlanta 
was ready to give any other ten acres of unoc- 
cupied land in the city if the house did not 
want the city hall square. Atlanta has al. 
ready contributed about $400,000 toward the 
building of a capitol, and is ready to do all 
that she has promised to do.

ready as the land jue by the city because of 
the location of acapito] here. The act ac- 
cepting this lot was passed in 1879, and no 
longer than yesterday the house agreed to 
the section naming this lot. 

In addition to all that Atlanta has done 
Fulton county will pay more than one-ninth 
of the cost of the new capitol. Iam a Geor- 
gian, and speaking as a Georgian, not as a Cit- 
izenof Atlanta. I do hope this legislature 
will provide for the building of a capitol 
somewhere, 

Mr. Watson, of McDuffie, said he hoped 
the amendment would not prevail, as he 
thought Atlanta had done all that could have 
been reasonably expected of her. 

Mr. Harris, of Bibb, said that though he 
honestly thought the lot proposed was too 
small, and he would be willing for the state to 
pay for the additional ground, yet, as there 
had risen a contention over the amendment 
and the representatives from Fulton seemed 
to think it unjust to Atlanta, he withdrew it. 

Mr. Harris offered a proviso requiring the 
city to cancel the mortgage it holds on the 
present capitol and authorizing the commis- 
sioners to be appointed under this bill to sell 
the present capitol. 

The proviso was divided, and that part of it 
which.required the cancellation of the mort- 
gage was agreed to. 

The part referring to the sale of the present 
building was opposed by Mr. Ray, as he 
thought a separate resolution ought to be 
passed on this subject. 

Mr. Harris said that the object in selling 
the capitol was to obtain money, and to light- 
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en the taxation necessary to build the capitol. 

Mr. Ray said the proviso looked to the sell- 
ing of the capitol on condition that the pur- 
chaser should wait six years for possession. 
Such a condition would surely sacrifice the 
property. 

The amendment was agreed to. 

On motion of Mr. Peek, of Rockdale, the 
committee of the whole reported the bill to 
the house with the recommendation that itdo 
pass. 

Mr. McGregor, of Warren, moved that 300 
copies of the bill be printed for the use of 
the house. Lost. 

Mr. Reese, of Wilkes. 
the bill by sections. 

On motion of Mr. Watson, of McDuttie, the 
morning session was extended s9 to com- 
plete the bill. 

On motion of Mr. Jordan, of Hancock, ‘the 
house resolved to adjourn to 9 o’clock to mor- 
row when the morning session should be fin- 
ished. 

Mr. Humber, of Putnam, offered an amend- 
mentthat if the capitol square shall be found 
too smallenough additional land skall be con 
demnedand purchased by the state. Mr. 
Humbersaid he thought this a fair solution 
of the question. 

Mr. Little, of Muscogee, offered to amend 
by declaring that such expenditure should not 
be allowed to increase the total appropriation 
of one million dollars, 

Mr. Humber accepted this amendment and 
hisamendment as amended was avreed to 
after the bill had been read with the amend- 
ments. 

Mr. Harris, of Bibb, said that since the bill 
had been amended he should vote for it and 
believed all the signers of the minority report 
woud also. [Applause. 

Mr. Spence, of Mitchell, opposed the build- 
ing of a new capitol, which he cailed a lux- 
ury, 

He then opposed several features of the 
bill, finding most fault with the powers con- 
ferred on the commissioners. On the passage 
of the bill the yeas and nays were called, and 
were 93 yeas to OS nays. The announcement 
of the passage of the bill wasgreeted with ap- 
plause on the floor and in the galleries, 

I'he house adjourned to9 o'clock Thursday.

Senator McDonald has at last succeeded in 
securing the passage of the Waycross bill by 
the senate. He has worked most zealously 
for it and under the most unfavorable cir- 
cumstances, and his victory should certainly 
be appreciated by the people of his district. 

The motion yesterday in the senate of Sen- 
ator Lamar, to extend to the whole of the 
celegates of the state agricultural convention, 
an invitation to the privileges of tne floor, 
was made.as compliment to that body and 
was so stated by Mr. Lamar to the senate.

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THE CAPITOL BILL, 


The Following ia the Capito! Bill as Passed by the 
Hlouse Y¥ esterday. 

A bill to be entitled an act to provide for the erec- 
tion of a state capitol bui‘ding, and to appropriate 
money forthe same, to negotiate for tne sale of 
the present capitol building and for other pur- 
poses. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the general assembly 
of the state of Georgia, that the governor of the 
state, the president of the senate and the speaker 
of the house of representatives shall ex officio be 
commissioners of the state for the erection of acap- 
itol ouilding fer the state as hereinafter provided, 
and shall serve during their terms of otfice without 
compensation, except that the president of the sen- 
ate aud the speaker of the house shall be paid their 
per diem and actual expenses while eugaged in at- 
tending to the business of the commission out of 
tne funds appropriated for the erection of said cap- 
Their successors in office shall succeed them 
upon said commission with like powers and duties. 

sec. 2. Be it further enacted by the authority 
aforesaid, that the general assembly shall, withio 
ten days afterthe passage ofthis act, selectrftive 
other commissioners. Said last five named com- 
missioners shall be the executive officers of the 
said commission, shall give their persoual attention 
to the details of the work of said commission and 
shall each for his services be paid out of the money 
hereinafter appropriated the sum of one thousand 
dollars perannum. The commissioners so elected 
shall, fur incompetency, inattention to duty, or 
malpractice ia effice, be removable by the vote ofa 
majority of the said ex-officio commissioners. Said 
five commissioners shall give bondinasum to be 
fixed by said ex-otticio commissioners for the faith- 
ful dischaige of their duties under thisact. All 
vacancies among the five commissioners thus elect- 
ed caused by removal, death or resignation, shall 
be filled by selection to be made by the said ex- 
officio commissioners until the next session of the 
general assembly when such vacancies shall be 
filled by election bythe general assembly. Of the 
entire board of eight commissioners thus constitu- 
ted, the governor shall be ex-otlicio chairman. 

sec. 3. Beit further enacted by the anthority 
aforesaid, That itshall be unlawful for either of 
the said eight commissioners to be connected, either 
directly or indirectly, in any manner whatsoever 
With any contract or part thereof for the erection 
of said capitol building, or for any work connected 
therewith, or forthe furnishing of auy supplies or 
material therefor; su as to receive any benetit there- 
from or the promise of any benefittherefrum eith- 
er by way of commissions, reoate, bonus, division 
of prolits, or otherwise, and any one of said com- 
missioners who shall violate this provision of this 
act shall be guilty of a high misdemeanor in oft 

Sec. 4 Beit further enacted by the antho 
aforesaid, That it shall be unlawtul for any ve! 
employed by said commission in the su pervisi mor 
sEperintendence of the building of said capitol, or 
of any work connected therewith, to be co inecied 
either directiy or indirectly in any manner wuat 
soever wit! any contract part 
thereo! for the erection of 
said capitol building, orfor any work connected 
therewith or for the furnishing of any supplies or 
material therefor; as to receive any soe fit 
therefrom or the promise of any benefit there- 
from either by way of compensation, rebate, bonus, 
division of profitsor otherwise, and the said com- 
missioners are hereby charged with the rigid en- 
forcement of this provision of this act. Any vio- 
lation of the provisions of this act shall subject the 
effender on conviction to punishment in the peni- 
tentiary fora term not less than one nor more than 
five years. 

sec. 5. Be it further enacted by the authority 
aforesaid, That said commissioners shall. as soon as 
practicable, proceed to selecta plan for a suitable 
capitol building, said plan to be secured either by 
competitive contest, or by the employment of a com- 
petent architect for that purpose, as they may deem 
best; provded. that no plan shall be adopted until 
upon detailed and accurate specifications of the 
cust of labor, material, and all other expenditures 
necessary for the erection of said capitol building, 
it shall be definitely ascertained that the entire 
cost of the same will in no event exceed the sum 
of one million dollars. lt being uaderstood that 
it is the obejct of this act to restrict the aggregate 
and entire cost of the capitol building tothis sum, 
and the commiszioners herein appointed shall have 
this object in view and all contracts awarded and 
plans accepted shall be awarded and accepted only 
after the commissioners shall be satisfied that the 
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cest of the building when completed shali not ex- 
ceed thisamount. : 
Sec. 6. Be it further enacted by the authority 
aforesaid, That so soonas said plan for said capitol 
building shall be adopted by said commissioners, 
they shall proceed to divide the cost of labor and 
expenditure for the erection of the same as follows: 
for the first year one hundred thousand dollars,and 
foreach subsequent year one hundred and eighty 
th#e<and dollars, sothat the burden of jhe cast 
sha@be divided into six portions, and the entire 
construction of said capito! building shall be com- 
pleted by the first day of January, eighteen hun- 
dred and eighty-nin-», 
Sec. 7. Be it further enacted by the authority 
aforesaid, that the said capitol building shall be 
built of grauite rock and marble, as far as practica- 
ble, and that all the materials used in the construc 
of tion said building shall be those found and pro- 
cured within the state of Georgia, provided the 
same can be procured in said state as cheaply as 
other materials of like quality iu other localities. 
rhe said building shall be erected upon the Jand In 
the city of Atlanta couveyed in fee simple to the state 
for that purpose, knowu as the city hall square, on 
Washington street, It shall contain a senate cham- 
ber, anda hall for the house of representatives, with 
ail the additional rooms necessary and proper for 
the full and comfortable accommodation of the leg- 
islutive brauch of the government; sufficient com- 
miitee rooms for the house and senate; an 
executive fice with all the additional 
rooms necessary for the full and comfortable accom- 
modation of all the various off executive 
department, including the olfiee of the secretary ol 
siate, comptroller general, attorney general, and al- 
so all rooms suitable and necessary for the accom- 
modation and safe keeping of the archives of the 
state, that the same may be secure against 
destruction by fire. Also, such rooms as shall he 
suitable and proper for the department of agricul- 
ture aud for the department of education. Also, @ 
supreme court room, with all rooms in addition 
thereto necessary for the proper ace ynmodation Ol 
the judgesand officers of said court, and for the 
proper accommodation and security of the files and 
records of the same aud the state library. Aiso, ali 
room necessary for the treasurer an 1 bls ASSISTANTS, 
and for the accommodation and safe keeping within 
the walls of the capitol of the treasure ol the slate, 
including fire proof and burgilar-prool Vaults 
and safes; and in general all sucn other rooms as 
shall be necessary for the proper accommodation of 
all the different departments of the government, 
and forthe full and complete protection against 
burglaries and fire of the treasure, archives, records 
and files of the state. 
Beit further enacted by the authority 
aforesaid, That it shall be the duty of said commis- 
sioners to cause said building to be erected, and to 
that end they may contract for the construction of 
the eutire building by one contractor, who may 
undertake the whole work, or the said Commission- 
ers may divide the work into appropiate Classes and 
make separate contracts as toeither of them, or they 
may purchase material and erect the building under 
their own supervision, as may be for the best in- 
terests of th» state. The suid commissioners shall 
so regulate the payments of money to contractors 
and material men, that for each payment made 
there shall have been material procured and iabor 
performed for the coustruction of said capitol build- 
ing, which, under the said contracts, shall be the 
equivalent of the paymentsomade, Provided that 
if any payments shall be madeto contractors or

Inall cases the commissioners shall 
require of said contractor or contractors, or material 
men,good and sufficient bond of undoubted solven- 
cy, payable to the governor of the state and his suc- 
cessors in ofltice, conditioned forthe faithful per- 
formance of said contract or coutracts in the 
furnishing of sound and proper material according 
to the reguirements of the specifications, amd in the 
coustruction of said building in askillfutand work- 
manlike manner, and within the time speci- 
fied in said contract or contracts. 
And in addition thereto the commissioners 
may employ a civil engineer, architect or practical 
builder of undoubted capacity and known in- 
tegrity, at a reasonable and fair compensation, 
whose duty itshall be to closely inspect each and 
every portion of the material used in the construc- 
tion of said building, and carefully supervise in 
every detail the proper construction of the same, so 
that by such constantand minute supervision and 
inspection the procurement of proper first Ciass mMa- 
terial, and the performance of the work ol Construs- 
tion of said building in a skiliful and workmanlike 
manner, snall be insured to the state, said civil en- 
gineer, architect, or practical builder shall give 
bond payable to the governor and his successors in 
office in asumto be ftixed by Said commissioners 
his duties under 
the contract e€h- 
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for the faithful discharge of all 
thig act, andin accordance with 
tered into by him. 

Sec. 9. Be itfurther enacted by the authority 
aforesaid, That the said commissioners shall, before 
letting any contract or contracts for the construet- 
ion of said building, or fumhishing material, adver- 
tise the same for sixty days in at least five public ga- 
zettes,one each.inAtlanta, Macon,Savaunah,Augusta 
and Columbus, in this state, and one public gazette 
ineach of the cities of New York, Baltimore, 
Chicago, St. Louis, Cincinnati and Louisville, and 
said contract or contracts shall be letto the lowest 
respousible bidder or bidders, who shall give good 
bond and security, as herein provided, to be judged 
of by said commissioners, under such terms, pen- 
altiesand forfeitures as the commissioners shall 
deem right and proper to protect the interest of the 
State. 

Sec. 10. Beit further enacted by the authority 
aforesaid, that all disbursements of the funa here- 
in provided, and hereafter provided, for the pur- 
pose of building said eapitol, shall be made by said 
commissioners, and the governor shal) draw his 
warrant upon said fund in the hands of the treas- 
urer in favor of said commissioners, in sueh sums 
and atsuch times as they Shall, in writing signed 
by them, signify to him shall be needed. Provided, 
the sum so paid shall not exceed the amount ap- 
propriated for each year. 

Sec. 11. Beit further enacted by the authority 
aforesaid, That it shall be the duty of the said com- 
missioners, pending the construction of said build- 
ing, tosubmit-to each general assembly at its regular 
session a detailed report of their actings and doing 
under the provisions of this act, including an accu- 
rate statement of all moneys expended in pursuance 
of the same, to be accom panied by the receipts and 
vouchers forsaid expenditures. Lhecommissioners 
shall keep a record of their official acts and of the 
proceedings at all meetings. 

Sec. 12. Be it further enacted by the authority 
aforesaid, that the governor of this state shall, with- 
in sixty days of the passage of this act, demand of 
the city authorities of the city of Atlanta the pay- 
mentinto the treasury of the state of the sum of 
$55,625, being the amount fixed by the arbit:atorsin 
settlement of the claim held by the state aguinst the 
city of Atlanta, as provided in the resolution ap- 
proved August 15, 1879, and said sum is herely ap- 
propriated, and shall be used as far asthe same ex- 
tends for the expenditure required for the first 
year, as provided by this act. Im addition to this 
amount, there shall be and is hereby appropriated 
for the said purpose the sum of $44,3°5 out of any 
surplus in the treasury not otherwise appropriated. 
Provided, however, that no portion of the 
money hereby appropriated from the _ treasury 
shall be drawn or expended until the sum of $55,625 
shall have been actually paid into the treasury by 
the city of Atlanta, as herein provided. Provided 
further that it isthe intention of this act that the 
building herein contemplated shall be erected only 
out of surplus fuads available for that purpose, and 
itis hereby enacted and declared that the general 
rate of taxation on the property of this state shall 
not be enlarged or increased to make the appropria- 
tion herein provided for. 

see. 13. Be it enacted by the authority aforesaid, 
Thatin case the commissioners shall find that 
more land is needed tosquare the said contempl: ted 
capitol grounds on the nertheast corner thereof, 
then they may‘take steps to purchase,and ou failure 
to agree ona Satisfactory price, may proceed to 
condemn the necessary adjacent landin the man- 
ner pointed out in section 1689 (k) and 1689 (e) of 
the code of 1882, forcondemning property for pub- 
lic use, so ns to make McDonough and Hunter 
streets meet at right angles, provided that the city 
of Atlanta shall first convey to the state the use of 
the necessary partof McDonough street to be em- 
braced or cel wed in the said capitol grounds free 
Provided the amount used to pay for 
from the aggregate amount 


of charge. 
same shall be taken 
herein appropriated. 

Sec. 14. Be it further enacted by the authority 
aforesaid, ‘ihat before entering upon the discharge 
of their duties under the provisions of this act, the 
said commissioners shall take and subscribe before 
a judge of the supreme court ot this state an oath 
to faithfully and diligently discharge ali the duties 
imposed upon them by the provisions of this act, 

Sec. 14. All laws and parts of laws militating 
against this act be and the same are hereby, repeal- 
ed. 

15. Be it'further enacted by the authority 
aforesaid, that this act shall not go into effect, nor 
shall any steps ba taken concerning the subject- 
matter thereof until the city of Atlanta, through 
the proper authorities, shall surrender to the state 
and cincel the alleged lien outstanding against the 
present capitol building, formerly im the name of 
the Northwestern Mutusl life insurance company, 
so that said building and all grounds shall be tne 
of any and ali incumbrance, or of any one claim 
ing through said city authorities inany way. A 
it shall bé the duty of the commisiovers herein 
provided for to take steps to negotiate the sale of 
the present capitol building and appurtenances 
thereto on the best terms possible in their discretion 
so soon aS the new capitol is completed, and they 
shall report the price offered for the same to the 
general assembly for confirmation. 

Provided, however, that if sail commissioners 
shall findit practicable tosell said capitol building 
and appurtenances, for a fair price, previous to the

NEW YORK,* Auygast 15.—The dealings at the 
stock exchange to-day were atte ded with less ex- 
citement. At the opening of business it was evident 
that supporting orders were in the market,although 
the bears made great efforts to break prices by ham- 
mering Western Union. This stock was forced down 
1% per cent to72'¢,but the other shares broke away 
ion Western Union and rose rapidiy from 1 to 4’ 
per cent. This improvement extended to the entire 
list, and was materially assisted by the announce- 
ment that a committee of telegraph strikers had re- 
quested work from General Eckert. Speculation 
continued strong until 1:30, when there was a dis- 
position to realize profits, and prices fell off slightly. 
during the afternoon the failure of E. C. Stedman 
was made public, but as the liabilities are small and 
the losses chiefly confined to customers, the suspen- 
sion had but little effect. The failure was due more 
to the dishonesty of one of the clerks of the firm 
than to stock operations. Later on Western jUnion 
was again attacked and declined 24 percent, The 
Villard stocks were also weak, In ye final sales, 
however, there was a sharp rally, and the market 
left off very firm. As compared with last night's 
closing, prices are ‘4 to 374 percent higher, the lat- 
ter for Oregon and Trancontinental. Northern Pa- 
cific preferred is up 344: Northern Pacitic common 
2%; Canada Southern “*;; Central Pacific and Erie 
1%. and Texas Pacific 15g In specialties, Pullman 
Palace rose 4 to 129; San Francisco preferred 814 to 
44; Ohioand Mississippi 24 to 504%; Metropolitan 
Elevated 1 to 90; Chesapeake and Ohio 1’4 to l5,and 
East Tennessee preferred 1 to 15%. Alton and Terre 
Haute declined 2 to 88. New Jersey Central lent at 
1% per cent, New York Central and Northern Pa- 
cific preferred fiat, and the other leading stocks 1 to 
2 percent. London wasa free buyer in our market 
to-day, and St. Paul,Lake Shore,New York Central, 
Denver, Erieand Wabash preferred were taken for 
that account. The weakness in Western Union at- 
tracted considerable attention to-day, and was 
ascribed partly to the infusioa of new capital into 
the Postal Telegraph company, and to a vague ru- 
mor that a block of Westeru Union had been offered 
to a prominent stockholder of the company several 
points below the market, but he had refused to take 
the stock. Transactions aggregated 442,000 shares.

Thehouse 
is situated on the top of a gradually 
hill in the midst of a lovely cluster of forest 
and fruit trees. In the yard is a well of as 
good cool pure water as man ever drank. 
the rear of the dwelling, which ison the east 
side, is an orchard of fruit trees 
heavily loaded with quinces, apples, peaches, 
etc. On all sides as tar as the eye can reach 
the land is covered with corn and cotton, 
which is much better than the average crop 
this year. The outbuildings, the garden and 
cleanly-swept yard, and in fact all the sur- 
roundings proves conclusively’ that Mr. 
Weeks is truly what he 1s repr sented to be— 
a well-educated business man, and an excel- 
lent farmer, and is the right man in theright 
place. In‘front of the dwelling occupied by 
Sr. Weeks, and about two hundred yards 
from it, on top of a hill more 
elevated than the one on which Mr. Weeks 
lives, are the houses built for the paupers. 
There are five of them, ali built exactly alike 
in a row, about forty feet apart and about 
thirty feet trom the road leading from the 
house -occupied by the superintendent, to 
Decatur.

On the back side there is a door to 
each room for entrance to the back yard, The 
houses are weatherboarded, covered with 
shingles, sealed inside overhead, have three 
glass windows to each room. All the houses 
are painted white, with a neat border of light 
brown, and are well built of first-class 
material.
